The Doctor 
Says:

Diabetes insipidus, a rather rare 


condition, is not the same as so- 
called sugar diabetes and should 
not be confused with it. In diabe- 
tes insipidus. large, quantities of u- 
nno arc passed but it contains no 
sugar. 


This disease is more common in 


young persons than old, and 
In 


boys and men than in girls or'wo- 
men. The cause cannot usually be 
discovered, but a family tendency 
perhaps a truly inherited one, has 
been suggested ns responsible. 


The location of the trouble is bet- 


ter known. It is pretty well agreed 
that the source lies m a portion of 
the brain. Irritation or injury to 
this region will produce the sym- 
ptoms of diabetes insipidus. 


Excessive Urination 
As a rule, the symptoms develop 


gradually, although sudden onsets 
have been reported. A great in- 
crease in tho amount ot-urine ex- 
creted is the most constant sym- 
ptom. An increase in thilst is also 
frequent. Someone suffering .from 
diabetes insipidus may pass nearly 
four gallons of urine in 24 hours. 


The appetite is likely to be nor- 


mal, whereas in the common form 
of sugar diabetes hunger is likely' 
to be excessive. In many 
cases, 


tlie general health does not seem 
to suffer. 


Removal of spinnl 
fluid 
has 


sometimes been followed by great 
improvement. Giving a hormone, 
obtained from the pituitary gland 
which lias in the brain, brings c- 
bout relief of symptoms for many 
hours. 
. 


The condition is an interesting 


one to medical men. and has been 
recognized as a distinct 
disease 


since 1074. It is lucky that it is so 
rate since no thoroughly satisfac- 
tory treatment is available. 
Re- 


search is needed to find the cause 
and to improve the treatment.

I presume you mean 


geographical tongue, a sort 
of 


peeling of the tongue in patches. 
The cause is unknown. There is a 
treatment which usually gives sat- 
isfactory i-jsults, but it is danger- 
ous if anyone should try it on him- 
self.
